The lowest temperature 
in 
two 
years was registered by 
the 
official 
government thermometer at the local 
weather station this morning, Colonel 
Cope reporting the lowest point reach­ 
ed during the night at two below zero. 
In 1912 the 
thermometer never 
touched the zero mark hut exactly two 
years ago to-day, on January 
14, 
1912, it went down to twenty below. 
About town, people compared their 
thermometers 
with 
those rf their 
neighbors while those farmers living 
along streams in the country reported 
many degrees* below the zero mark. C. 
J. Weaner reported 
fifteen below at 
his farm. 
With the arrival of hitter cold win­ 
ter weather the demands

Hundreds Drown While T rying to E s ­ 


cape 
Burning 
Hail 
From 
Roaring 


Crater— Several Villages Burned. 


Tokio, Japan, Jan. 14. — A “tidal” 
wave added Its terrors to the earth 
quakes and volcanic eruption whicl 
struck Kagoshima, in southern Japai 
according lo official advices. 
It is believed in Toklo that the K a­ 
goshima disaster will prove to be one 
of the most serious In the history of 
Japan. The loss of life and property in­ 
creases 
with fuller news from the 
scene. 
The full extent of the disaster could 
not be ascertained, as all communica­ 
tion was mil off from the stricken dis­ 
trict south of Kumamoto, eighty or 
ninety miles north of Kagoshima. 
Ashes to the <fc*pth of six inches 
have fallen in the seaport of Miya­ 
zaki, on the east (oast of Klushiu. 
A postal employ*1, who fled from 
Kagoshima, states that the big post­ 
office building there collapsed during 
the earthquakes and tidal wave, and 
that a great num ber 
of 
residences 
were ruined, while many people and 
animals were killed or Injured. 
The navy and army departm ents are 
hastening succor and supplies to Ka­ 
goshima. 
Indications are that Hie death list 
from the earthquakes and volcanic 
disturbances around Kagoshima will 
run into thousands. 
Government au­ 
thorities declare that any official es­ 
timate of the extent of the disaster 
will be Impossible for several days. 
The population of the city of Kago­ 
shima, which Is almost 
completely 
hurled in volcanic ashes and stones, 
was 60,000. The population of the ad­ 
joining Island of Sakura, the center of 
the disturbance, Is giveai at 15,000. 
On this Island hundreds are reported 
to have perished beneath the streams 
of molten lava from the volcano of 
Sakura .lima. 
Many 
more were un­ 
doubtedly drowned while attempting 
to escape. 
The violence of the eruption at Sa- 
kura-Jlma I* so great that showers of 
lust are tailing in Nagasaki, although 
the distance between Nakasaki and 
the island of Sakura Is about ninety 
miles. 
A 
refugee from Kagoshima 
ave the fellowing account of the dis­ 
aster: 
“The eruption started suddenly with 
columns of thick, black smoke and 
flame from the crater of Sakura-Jinm. 
Hundreds of the Inhabitants of the 
small Island in the Gulf of Kagoshima, 
where Sakura-Jinia is situated, rushed 
to tile beach and leaped on board 
junks and steamers, 
which 
carried 
them across three miles of water to 
Kagoshima, ashes, stones and parti 
clos of white hot lava falling all the 
while on the decks. 
“At 
Kagoshima the heat was in­ 
tense. The constantly Increasing hail 
of glowing cinders made it Impossible 
for the citizens to remain. The horror 
was increased by the Incessant shocks 
of 
earthquake, 
which 
rocked 
the 
liou-es all day. 
More titan 250 earth­ 
quake shocks were recorded before 
night fail. 
“The 
people 
fled 
in 
disordered 
droves along the highways 
leading 
west and north of the city. They had 
abandoned everything in their flight 
and soon they were suffering also from 
lack of food and drink. 
"When I left Kagoshima the vol­ 
cano resembled an enormous set-plece 
of fire works, glowing from the foot 
of the mountain to the summit. 
Dur­ 
ing the night the glowing lava illumi­ 
nated the entire district. The volcano 
constantly emitted thunderous explo­ 
sions.” 
The burning rock and ashes set Are 
to several villages. At Moji, on the 
Kiushiu railway. IOO persons were kill­ 
ed. 
Several villages along the foot of 
tile volcano were hurled In streams 
of lava. 
One loaded railway train which left 
Kagoshima with refugees was wreck­ 
ed by an earthquake 
shock, which 
ripped out the rails. At least IOO per­ 
sons were killed in this disaster. It is 
estimated that nearly loo,ooo persons, 
in aud around Kagoshima, were made 
homeless. 
The force of the eruptions was ter­ 
rible. Stones were thrown hundreds 
of feet in the air, some falling twenty 
miles distant from the volcano. 
The eruption began with thunderous 
explosions and the volcano became a 
roaring lurnace. 


Wireless Flashes Suddenly Cease ard 


Fears Are 
Expressed 
Royal 
Mail 


Steamer Cobequid H as Gone Down. 


Halifax, N. S., Jan. 14.—Groping her 
way toward St. John, N. B., through a 
blinding snow storm, the Royal Mail 
steamer Cobequid struck on a ledge 
at the entrance to the Bay of Fundy, 
and It Is feared she has sunk. 
Alter sending out wireless calls for 
assistance the vessel’s wireless appa­ 
ratus apparently failed and It has 
not been possible to restore communi­ 
cation with her. 
Fear is exressed that the 150 per­ 
sons aboard her have lost their lives 
in the storm. 
It was first reported that the steam ­ 
er was ashore off Brier Island on the 
east side of the bay, but the light­ 
house keeper there later reported that 
lie could not locate her. It was then 
thought that she might lie on one of 
the ledges at tile western entrance to 
the bay. 
The Cobequid got off 
her 
course 
when hound from the W est Indies and 
Bermuda for St. John, N. B. 
Reports state that the steam er re­ 
ported that, her forward hold was fill­ 
ed with water and that she was listing 
badly. 
The Bay of Fundy was swept by a 
terrific northwest gale, accompanied 
by thick snow, which mo le difficult 
the task of locating and assisting the 
steamer. The first news of the Coke 
quid’s plight came in a dispatch to 
the departm ent of marine and fisher­ 
ies from the Cape Sable wireless sta ­ 
tion. The message said: 
“ Five a. rn. Cobequid reports being 
on the rocks ofT Brier Island, Bay of 
Fundy. Have advised Kronprlnzeasin 
Cecil© to please assist.” 
It was subsequently learned by t e le ­ 
phone from Westport, the nearest port 
to Brier Island, that no sign of tile 
Cobequid could be seen from there. 
The Brier Island light house keeper 
reported that he could not locate the 
Cobequid on the rocks off the island 
at the western entrance to the bay. 
It was thought that the captain of 
the Cobequid, having lost his bearings 
in the blizzard, was mistaken in giving 
a ledge off Brier Island as the scene 
of the accident. 
As soon as the grounding 
of 
the 
Cohequid became known, C. If. H ar­ 
vey, agent of the departm ent of ma 
rine and fisheries, sent wireless in­ 
struction to the government steam er 
I.ady Laurier to proceed to the steam 
e r’s assistance. 
When tile Cape Sable station sent 
out the radio call for help the. men 
sage was picked up by the Kronprin* 
zessin Ceelle, New York for Bremen, 
and the Belevede, Belfast for New 
York, and both steamers are believed 
to have gone to the Cobequld’s as­ 
sistance. Six ‘other steamers are also 
known 
to

fighting 
their 
way 
through the storm to the aid of the 
distressed vessel. These picked up her 
first wireless calls for help.
